TWO CANADIAN

VICTORIA CROSS 


Displayed Remarkable Daring 
When Fighting Against 
Heavy Odds 


LONDON, May 1.—The Victoria 
Cross has been awarded to two young 
fliers, Lieuts. Allen Gerard and Alan 
A. McLeod, the latter of Stonewall, 
Man., for displaying unusual daring, 
even in this time of wonderful exploits 
among members of the air service. 

Lieut. Gerard, when on an offensive 
patrol] with two other officers, attack- 
ed five enemy airplanes, shooting one 
down in flames, He then attacked an 
enemy airdrome, engaging single-han- 
ded some 19 machines, which either 
were landing or starting off, and 
crushed one of them against the air- 
drome. A large number of machines 
then attacked Gerard, but seeing one 
of his companions in difficulty he went 
to his aid and destroyed a third enemy 
machine.

OTTAWA, May 1,—The agriculture 
committee of the commons met this 
morning to hear a further report from 
the sub-committee on the employment 
of people in non-essentia) industries 
and on the need for labor throughout 
the Dominion. 

, Mr. Spinney, member for Yarmouth, 

N.S., a member of the sub-committee, 
stated that it had been generally 
agreed that it would not be desirable 
to close down al! non-essential indus- 
tries, Men of military age employed 
in such !ndustries should be taken, but 
in most cases it would be better to 
Keep the industries alive. If closed, a 
large number of people not suitable 
for military service would be thrown 
out of employment and the industries 
would have to be re-organized after 
the war. This would make it more 
dificult to secure employment for re- 
turned soldiers after the war. 


Says Reductions Possible Here 


Mr. Spinney gave a list of non-es- 
sential industries in which, in the 
opinion of the sub-committee, the 
number of employees could be reduc- 
ed. The list included: 

Picture franies, 100 per cenht.; show 
cases, 100 per ceni.; bricks and tiles, 
25 per cent.; bottles, glass, 25 per 
cent.; carpets, 50 per cent.; milliners, 
25 per cent.; fancy shoes, 100 per 
cent. 

Fred Davis, chairman of the sub- 
committee, read telegrams received 
from provincial authorities as to the 
need of labor throughout Canada. The 
telegram says that Nova Scotia will 
require for general farming and har- 
vesting operations 4,000 men, Mani- 
toba 10,000, Alberta 6,000 or 7,000, 
Saskatchewan from 15,000 to 35,000, 
British Columbia 2,000, and Ontarlo 
18,500. Quebec, New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island reported con- 
ditions to be serious, but did not give 
any figures as to labor requirements. 

Women Could Replace 20,000 

The sub-committee reported its be- 
lief that with a proper appeal 20,000 
men in munition plants and other in- 
dustries could be replaced by women. 

John Best, of Dufferin, declared that 
commercial travelers should all be 
called off. The government, he said, 
shoula consult the wholesalers and 
have this done. 

Me Qlass sald steps showid have.

stitute labor for men taken from the 
farms, The government, he_ said, 
ought to confer with the Imperial au- 
thorities in regard to the situation. 

Thomas Hay, member for Selkirk, 
said he felt that the government was 
making a mistake in taking young 
men from the farms. He felt very 
much like voting in the house for the 
amendment to the Military Service act 
asking that farmers be exempt from 
further call to military service.

British Army in Flanders, May 1—

troops before continuing their drive 
for the hill positions in the Kemmel 
region, 

A few more hours, however, will 
suffice for their reorganization and 
another assault may be expected im- 
mediately, 

The seriousness of the German in- 
tentions here have been evinced in 
numerous ways. On Monday, for ex- 
ample, they pushed at least one field 
gun forward to within seven hundred 
yards of the battle line and other 
guns were brought close up. 

Big Guns Active 

Heavy artillery firing continued at 
various parts of the battle line during 
the night and there were the usual 
outpost actions, 

The back areas between Ypres and 
Hazebrouck were heavily shelled by 
the Germans. An enemy attempt yes-

The Bohemian troops are joining 
the Italians against Austria, according 
to the London Dally Mail's correspon- 
dent at Italian headquarters, Even 
now, some of the Bohemians are on 
the Italian line, clad in Itallan uni- 
forms, 

This information has passed 
through the hands cf both Italian and 
British censor and would, therefore. 
appear to be authentic. The defettion 
of the Bohemians would in a measure 
explain the delay in the proposed 
great offensive, long-heralded, of the 
Austrians against the Italians, 

Prague, capital of the crownland of 
Bohemia, has recently been the centre 
of riotous demonstrations against Ger- 
many and the Germans, The Austro- 
Hungarian foreign minister, Count 
Czernin, has been strongly denounced 
and President Wilson and the Entente 
Allies have been cheered. The Czech 
members of parliament, together with 
the Slavene and Serbo-Croat delegates. 
have been leaders in the opposition to 
German rule. 

Having been defeated with heavy 
Icsses In every phase of the fighting 
around Ypres, the Germans have at- 
tempted no further onslaught.

War Work 


The ‘Walking Wounded” — 
A Village Without a Y.M.C.A. 
Can the Need Be Measured? 


“T think of the Y.M.C.A. emergency 
work when a great push is on,” writes 
Francis B. Sayre in “Harper's,” ‘and 
the wounded soldiers are streaming back 
from the front literally by the thousands, 
maimed, and torn and bleeding. The 
numbers are so vast that the stretcher- 
bearers can only attend to the prostrate 


wounded. 


“All those who can manage to walk 
or crawl, known as the ‘walking wounded, 
must make their own way as best they 
can to the first aid stations. By the side 
of these first aid stations the Y.M.C.A. 
takes its place; and all the walking wound- 
ed who come in are given hot coffee and 
made as comfortable as possible while 
they wait, sometimes for hours.” 


Can Need be Measured? 
Referring to the Y.M.C.A. huts, the 


writer says: “I have seen the halls so 
crowded on the occasion of some religious 
talk that after the benches were all filled 
and the standing room taken, soldiers 
kept crowding in through the windows to 
sit on the he of the platform, and 
others remained outside to listen to the 
speaker through the windows.” 


A Village Without Y.M.C.A.

WHOLESALE MEN

Ottawa, May 1—Wholesale dealers 
in flour and feed will be brcught under 
the license system of the Canada Food

The Municipal Districts’ Seed 
Grain Act. 


This act gives municipal districts 
power to borrow money under bylaw, 
on the guarantee of the province, for 
the purchase of seed grain to be sup- 
plied to resident owners, and tenants, 
with the written consent of the owners, 
on patented lands, not to exceed $300 
in value for each quarter section, tak- 
ing noteg therefor payable on demand, 
with interest at a rate not to exceed 
that paid by the munieipal district, 
and lien on the crop and on the land 
subject to taxes and first mortgages. 

If the demand note is not paid by 
the Sist of December it shall be the 
duty of the secretary to enforce the 
lien, and he may make use of the 
lemedies provided by the Muatelpal 
Districts Act for the collection of taxes 
with costs by distress or suit at any 
time after that date, Proceedings may 
also be taken against the land after 
said date, The amount of seed grain 
advance outstanding against any land 
must be given upon all tax certificates 
issued by the treasurer, and penalties 
are provided for disposing of the grain 
covered by the llen wh the intent to 
avoid payment. 


The Seed Grain Act, 1918. 


This act fs similar to the Seed Grain 
Act, 1917, and provides that the Pro- 
vinclal Treasurer or the Minister of 
Agriculture may authorize any person 
to advance seed grain, or any charter- 
ed bank in the province to advance 
money for the purchase of seed grain,|

Pro- 
vision is made for the organization of 
the board as a corporate body with 
an office in the City of Calgary and 
with power to carry on the business 
of hail insurance under the Act, to 
borrow money for the purpose of car- 
rying out the objects of its incorpora.

crop so withdrawn, but no rebate 
shall be granted for any portion of a 
crop that has been harvested, 


Any person naving a crop damag- 
ed by hail between the 16th day of 
June and the 15th day of September, 
or in the case of fall wheat or rye be- 
tween the Ist day of June and the 15th 
day of September, shall within three 
days from date give notice of the 
damage to the hail insurance board 
ut Calgary by registered letter, set- 
ting out the name and address of the 
claimant, the nature of the crop and 
the legal description of the land, the 
number of acres damaged, the per- 
centage of*damage done and the na- 
ture and amount of the claimant's in- 
terest in the crop. If there be any 
other person or persons interested in 
the crop, If there be any other per- 
son or persons interested in the said 
crop the nature and amount of their 
interest therein must be given, and 
in case the claimant does not live 
| within two miles of the location of 
the crop damaged the name must be 
given of some party resident within 
| two miles who will act as agent of the 
claimant and the location where such 
agent resides, 

Upon receipt of claim the adjuster 
shall proceed to inspect the crop, ap- 
praise and report upon the claim, aad 
recommend to the board the indem- 
nity which he thinks should be pay- 
lable. Provision is made for an appeal 
from the report of the adjuster to the 
board. 

The maximum indemmity pald for 
total loss shall be $8 per acre, but 
any person desiring so to dormay, on 
or before the 15th day of June in each 
year, give notice that he desires to re 
duce the rate of indemnity to $6 per 
acre, and the premium shall be re- 
duced proportionately.

The Boilers’ Act. 


The old act and amendments have 
been repealed and an entirely new act 
substituted.

and licensing of any compressed air 
apparatus with a maximum pressure 
of over 75 pounds to the square inch,

estate, send to the official guardian 
particulars of every such application 
and of all further applications affect- 
ing the infant, missing person or con- 
vict or their estates respectively. 

In all cases where an infant or 
missing person is interested in prop- 
perty not exceeding in value $2504 
the officlal guardian may consent to a 
sale thereof on such terms as he shail 
deem right, and where an infant or 
missing person owns less than one 
equal third part of any property he 
may Consent to a sale thereof by the 
other persons interested on such terms 
as to him shall appear proper. 

The official guardian may pay out 
of the property of any missing person 
missing person 
might otherwise be liable to pay, anl 
may make such payments and allow- 
ances for the support and mainte- 
nance of any wife or child or any 
other relative of such missing nerson 
dependent on him for support as .o 
such official guardian shall seem fit 
to be made from time to time out of 
such property or the income thereof, 


An Act For the Prevention of 
Venereal Disease. 


This act makes provision for the 
examination by the provincial medical 
health officer of any person under ar- 
yest or in custody, charged with an 
offence under the Criminal Code, or 
committed to gaol thereunder, and if 
such person is infected with venereal 
disease the health officer shall give

to be carried out under the terms and

Penalties aro provided for the pub-

tion of any councillor or councilors, 
but not otherwise unless qualified 
apart from the provisions of this para- 
graph, the wife, husband, son or 
daughter of every elector as herela- 
before defined to be deemed to be an 
elector, provided such wife, husband, 
60n or daughter is a resident of the 
municipal Mstrict of the full age of 
twenty-one years, and provided, in 
the Case of an election held subsequent 
to the completion of the first munict- 
pal voters’ list, that his or her name 
has been entered on such list as the 
wife, husband, son or daughter of a 
Person assessed. 

“Resident elector” is Interpreted to 
mean an elector as defined in para- 
Kraph (a) or (b) as aforesald, who 's 
actually residing in the municipal dis- 
trict or proposed district or part of a 
district as the context may require. 

“Proprietory” elector takes the place 
of “burgess” and means an élector 
Whose name appears on the voters’ 
list as owner of assessable land in the 
municipal district, 

Where in this act a certain date ‘s 
fixed for certain things to be done 
and the date eo fixed is a Sunday or 
other holiday, such thing shall be done 
on the next day following the date 
so fixed end not being a holiday, 

Every smal local improvement dis- 
trict existing on the 1st day of March, 
4918, is declared by this act to have 
on that date become a municipal dis- 
trict. The council shall be deemed 
to be the council of the municipal dis- 
trict until the election of a council for 
such district. ‘The divisions existing 
in @ small local improvement distri: 
shal continue until changed by bylaw. 

The first meeting of the council 
shall take place on the 6th day wf 
March instead of the first Monday in 
January. No meeting of the council, 
regular or special, shall be held in 
any year after the fourth Monday of 
December. 

If so requested at any time by the 
written petition of twenty electors, 
the reeve shall call a public meeting 
of the electors of the district for the 
discussion of municipal affairs. 

Where an elector has filed an affl- 
davit showing that a member of the 
council has forfeited his seat or has 
become disqualified, and has paid into 
the court $25 as security for costs, it 
shall be lawful for the judge of the 
district court of the district to grant 
& summons calling upon such person 
to show cause why he should not be 
ousted from office and if it 6hall ap- 
pear to the judge upon ‘affidavit or 
oral evidence that such member has 
forfeited his seat or become disquali- 
fied the judge may declare such per- 
son to be ousted, and such person shall 
be ousted of the same accordingly.

Kivery meeting cailed for the nom- 
ination of members of the’ council 
shall be called for one o'clock on the 
twentieth day of February, and nom- 
inations shall be received at such 
meeting from the hour of three o'clock 
until the hour of four o'clock in the 
afternoon.

The persons entitled to vote for 
councillors shall be the electors of the 
municipal district, subject to the pro- 
visions of the act for voting by joint 
owners.

Premier Lioyd George promised 
that the cabinet would consider fully 
the representations of the Laborites 
but he held out no hope so far as he 
was concerned personally for any 
change In the policy of the govern- 
nent. In a speech the premier in- 
sisted that equal rights of citizenship 
involved equality of duty and respon- 
sibility and that Ireland cannot take 
al the advantages accruing to its as- 
sociations with Great Britain while 
refusing to bear a share in the bur- 
dens and sacrifices of the United 
Kingdom, of which it ja a part
